Dr. Allyn says, “If the object of а 
Shaker life is to provide a comfortable 
home for those who are physiologically 
disqualified to become parents of healthy 
children, it seems to be a sensible one. 
But writers do not announce this as the 
object.” Of course not, because it would 
not be true. And issuch the only sensible 
object a stranger can assign for a Shaker 
life, or is the remark made merely to in- 
vite discussion ? 
If said object were sufficient induce- 
ment to live the Shaker life, 1 opine that 
there would now be from five to ten 
thousand Shakers where there isone. It 
is questionable if such a motive would 
furnish enough cohesive attraction to hold 
a community of working people together 
in the present state of human evolution. 
The object of a Shaker life is purely 
religious and spiritual; to fulfil the law of 
perfect love and be mutual helps one to an- 
other. It is not in any sense an append- 
age nor supplement to the social life of 
the world, but is considered by its votaries 
as an advanced step in evolution and 
spiritual growth, both as it regards the in- 
dividual and his associations. They look 
upon the passional life of the world, and 
upon the relations growing out of 
marriage, as rudimental and transitory, 
and as being detrimental to the true in- 
terest and happinsss of an increasing class 
of people, even in its most prosperous

of fear the lies of praise. Knowing at 
last the unstudied gesture of esteem, the 
reverent eyes made rich with honest 
thought, and holding high above all other 
things—bigh as hope's great throbbing 
star above the darkness of the dead—toe 
love of wife and child and friend.

conform to the ideal set forth by the 
leaders. The Shaker system being yet in 
its infancy cannot reasonably be expected 
to become a lying-in station for incurables, 
nor a dispensary for the imperfectly or- 
ganized, who need the constant super- 
vising care of those who imprudently gave 
them defective constitutions. Neither at 
present is it an asylum for those who have 
consumed their mental and physical 
powers to stumps, in dissipation and the 
pursuit of carnal pleasure. Not from de- 
ficient sympathy, nor unwillingness to aid 
the unfortunate, far otherwise; bat be- 
cause it would be taking the burden from 
where it justly belongs, to work its own 
cure, and placing it where it would be too 
heavy to bear, needlessly vicarious and 
unremedial. 

If “ writers tell how much literature 
they have in their libraries, how comfort- 
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We believe that a thorough course of 
Shaker christian training and discipline 
produces the highest and purest order of 
spiritual teachers, psychics, prophets and 
ministers of righteousness, harmony, peace 
and healing, and dispensers of light and 
life from the resurrection heavens to any 
and all who are prepared to receive and 
profit thereby.

neglected. That they discharge their 
whole duty to the world and their neigh- 
bors by fulfilling Бе responsibilities de- 
manded in their inward convictions, and 
which they esteem more important to the 
wellbeing of their fellows than any work 
merely physical, on the first and lowest 
plane of human life, we bave not the 
slightest reason to doubt.

We see glimpses of a similar violent, 
abrupt change of character and of thought 
in other cases of insanity. 1 watched 
through long years a woman suffering with 
an apparently hopeless melancholia, whose 
final recovery I have seen resembled, but 
never completely parralleled. She bad 
been the most refined and elegant of 
women. Taken in the middle of life with 
insanity, for fifteen long years her charac- 
ter, was altered, her demeanor was changed, 
her personal being was something else 
than it had been. She was bowed down 
always with the terrible woe of a lost soul. 
Suddenly one evening that woman went 
down on her knees and prayed the live- 
long night. She had an attendant, 
wise beyond women, who let her alone. 
When morning came the lady arose and said 
she bad found Christ.

** Now brethren faith is the substance of 
things hoped for, the evidence of things 
not seen.” —PavL. 

** Doubt,” says a materialistic writer of 
the Nineteenth century, ‘isthe beginning 
of wisdom,” 

Between the two conditions of faith and 
doubt, bumanity have been well-nigh 
stranded concerning religion; and it is not 
strange, for that which 15 offered in the 
guise of faith is not faith; and that which 
takes possession of the human mind as 
doubt, is only the result of the lack of 
faith in the religions of the world. 

The word faith is objectionable to peo- 
ple who claim to think; and yet without 
faith in their own thoughts, of what value 
would it be to think them? There are no 
more absolute or abject servants of the 
opinions of other people, than many who 
claim to have no faith whatever, 

It is true that the realm in which faith 
alone is found is not accessible to all; it is 
also true that of all the faculties of the hu- 
man mind leading to the domain of the 
spirit, none have been more abused than 
that of faith; the doors have been well- 
nigh closed, all avenues of light from the 
realm of faith well-nigh blotted out, and 
the world has been obliged to seek for evi- 
dence of what must constitute belief in a 
future life, in a realm where that evidence 
cannot be found.

In cases of severe poisoning constitutional 
remedies should be applied at once. Sul- 
phur and cream tartar in equal parts, a 
teaspoonful taken three times a day, is 
good. Very simple remedies will some- 
times cure this disease at first; at other 
times it is very stubborn, and will not 
yield to any remedies. It is not the ob- 
ject of this article to give prescriptions, 
but to assist a sufferer before a physician 
can be called. A very effective remedy 
is to apply towels wet in water as hot as 
the patient can bear, changing them once 
in fifteen minutes. This application is 
rather soothing, and will generally subdue 
a severe case in a dayortwo. Sometimes 
this poison gets into the system, producing 
a chronic eczema that is very difficult, if 
not impossible to cure.

А NEW METHOD OF TREATING DISEASE. 


HosPITAL REMEDIES. 
What are they? There is a new departure in 
the treatment of disease. It consists in the col- 
lection of the specifics used by noted specialists of 
Europe and America, and bringing them within 
the reach of all, For instance, the treatment 
pursued by special physicians who treat indiges- 
tion, stomach and liver troubles only, was ob- 
tained and prepared.
